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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 16-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Prior art fails to teach or suggest a method for formation of a first transistor using 
the first control electrode and a second transistor using the second control electrode, 
wherein doped a first portion of the silicon-containing layer with a first predetermined 
dopant material, and doped a second portion of the silicon-containing layer with a 
second predetermined dopant material, and annealed the semiconductor device to form 
a first control electrode silicide in the first portion of the silicon-containing layer and a 
second control electrode silicide in the second portion of the silicon-containing layer. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
